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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Responsive to the action mailed March 19, 2004, applicant elects the invention of Group I, claims 
1-17, drawn to a method of constructing a modular computational model for predicting one or more 
therapeutic properties of a chemical compound via obtaining data describing the interaction between 
training compounds and interaction partners to construct a single module modular computational model. 
The election is made without traverse. 
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
